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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references of record, singly or combined, suggests a nanomaterial or method of 
making thereof, wherein the nanomaterial comprises a nanoshell having a thickness of 
at least 0.5 nm and enclosing a space in which a nanoparticle is dispersed, wherein the 
nanoshell is not perfectly single crystalline and comprises a main group metal, transition 
metal, alkali metal or alkaline earth metal. 

2. The pertinent references are YIN et al article ("Formation of Hollow Nanocrystals 
Through the Nanoscale Kirkendall Effect"); the SOBAL et al article ("Synthesis of Core- 
Shell Pt-Co Nanocrystals") and the US Patent No. 7,381,465 to Torimoto et al 
("US'465"). The Yin article, published on April 30, 2004, reports essentially the same 
information as the disclosure of the provisional application 60/555,590, filed March 22, 
2004. The Sobal articles reports a core-shell Pt/CoO nanocrystals; however, there is 
no space within the shell as there is no oxidation (blowing of oxygen) step in order to 
separate and create space between the core and the shell. The US'465 discloses a 
core-shell nanoparticle which a space between the core and the shell; however, the 
shell comprises a silica.
